Sec. 24. That the copyright subsisting in any work at the time when this Act goes into 
effect may, at the expiration of the term provided for under existing law, be renewed and 
extended by the author of such work if still living, or the widow, widower, or children of 
the author, if the author be not living, or if such author, widow, widower or children be 
not living then by the author’s executors, or in the absence of a will, his next of kin, for
